HOW IS 1T MANUFACTURED? 


How is artificial, or as Mr. Graham 
prefers to call it, “manufactured,” Ice 
made or prepared? It is an ipterest- 
ing process and one of which the av- 
‘erage lay mind has Nttle ,conception. 
On the main floor of the Graham 
warchouse there is now being erected 
an immense steel tank, This is thir- 
ty-clght feet long, sixteen feet wide, 
and four feet deep. It is composed of 
quarter-inch sheet stecl. At the bot- 
tom and around the sides will 
placed cork insulation a foot in thee: 
hess und over the top there will be a 
cover of two-inch oak. The freezing 
mixture is composed of salt water 
which fills the tank to a sufficient 
depth.
